A McDonnell Douglas spokesman said 
preparations were being made to keep 
all six plants operational with supervi­ 
sory and other help 
Southern California IAM members 
voted Feb 2 to strike following rejection 
of a McDonnell Douglas contract offer 
The union's contract expired Dec 14. 
The IAM was asking for an immediate 
5 5 per cent pay hike, plus 3 per cent 
increases during the next two years 
More than 11.000 United Auto and 
Aerospace Workers employed at the 
Long Beach McDonnell Douglas plant 
have authorized its leaders to call a 
strike when necessary They reported to 
work this morning, however 
UAW Local 148 President Clarence 
Gregory said he will meet today with 
other union leaders to decide whether to 
call a strike 


Nearly 12,000 aerospace workers 
today struck the McDonnell Douglas 
Corp , seriously curtailing jet fighter 
plane production at the St. Louis plant 
Picket lines were set up at the aircraft 
manufacturing complex shortly after 
the midnight strike deadline passed 


The primary effect of the West Coast 
strike would be on commercial airline 
plane production, which has been at a

Federal negotiators were trying to 
arrange another bargaining session but 
no new talks were set 
George 
Graff,

18 F4 Phantom and three F15 Eagle 
fighter jets normally are made in St. 
Louis every month. Graff said a few of 
those ready for final assembly and flight 
testing would be completed, but the rest 
would remain unfinished during the 
strike The plant also makes the Navy’s 
Harpoon missile. 
Cosimo "Gus” Troia, District 837 
president, called the F15 "the hottest 
airplane in the country " 
"It should be built and it should be 
built as fast as possible," Troia said. 
"We want to do this, but it seems that

Graff and 
the rest were not 
concerned about the F15 at the time we 
were negotiating for two months ”

called 
the

‘‘an 
unnecessary and reckless action." 
“We cannot pay wages that are 
substantially higher than competing 
aerospace companies and hope to stay in 
business," he said. 
The company’s offer would increase 
the hourly wage by $1.38 over three 
years. Graff said the current rate of 
$5 82 an hour is highest in the aerospace 
industry. The union wants 10 per cent 
pay hikes in each of the three years plus 
improved fringe benefits and cost-of- 
living provisions.

down considerably " 
Troia replied: "McDonnell says it had 
a bad year last year —it made only $106 
million " He said the company’s profits

him The third South Coast supervisor, 
Robert Kallman, confined to a Santa 
Barbara 
hospital 
with 
an 
ulcer 
condition, listened to the proceedings 
live by a radio broadcast 
Asked Friday if he has had word from 
the north county supervisors whether 
they plan to attend Monday’s hearing. 
Frost said he was "assuming" they 
would be there 
Beattie, as board 
chairman, and Fletcher, new supervisor 
from Santa Maria, were in Sacramento 
late in the week attending a supervisors’ 
session 
Frost said he felt sure that Kallman 
would attend the hearing regardless of 
the position that the north county 


supervisors might take 
Fletcher had been the only supervisor 
to vote against moving the Exxon 
hearing — which had begun before the 
board in the County Building — to the 
large school auditorium.

Single engine craft hits peak in the rain 


Sheriff’s officials today positively 
identified the body of a victim of a plane 
crash near Lompoc as that of a Culver 
City man 


Robert Orville Groth, 43, was burned 
beyond recognition Saturday night when 
his single engine Beachcraft Bonanza hit 
a peak and burst into flame 10 miles east 
of 
Lompoc. 
Sheriff’s 
deputies 
and 
search and rescue team members were 
led to the crash scene by Robert 
Campbell, a rancher. Officials said the 
trim yellow and white decorated plane 
hit the side of a peak in a driving rain a 
mile 
south 
of 
the 
intersection of 
Highway 
246 
and 
Campbell 
Road. 
Rescuers walked the last half mile to 
the scene after coming part way in a 
four-wheel drive vehicle. 


Deputies left the charred body in the 
plane Saturday night, because of the 
rugged 
terrain 
and 
the 
stormy 
conditions. 


Today 
sheriff’s 
technicians 
made 
positive 
identification 
and 
notified 
relatives. Groth was alone in the plane. 
He had taken off from Hawthorne 
Airport only a short time before the 
crash bound for Lompoc and beyond that 
an 
unknown destination, 
authorities 
said 


Authorities said Groth was in radio 
and radar contact with Vandenberg Air 
Force Base Airport tower at about 7:30 
p.m. Saturday when radio contact was 
broken and the plane disappeared from 
radar scopes. Last radio contact with 


Groth indicated the plane was at 1,300 
feet altitude on the approach to Lompoc 
Airport. 


A sheriff’s deputy who went to the 
scene with the first contingent of 
rescuers said the plane appeared to have 
come into the ground at a glide hitting 
the side of a gentle slope with one wing 
and igniting the wingtip fuel tank. 


The deputy described the crash site as 
covered with scrub oak and sage brush. 
The crash touched off a flurry of 
rescue efforts and inquiries. Authorities 
were alerted by ranchers who reported 
they heard a loud noise. A canvass of 
local airports for overdue aircraft was 
unproductive. Another report told of a 
rancher spotting flames and the crash 


site 
was 
pinpointed. 
County 
fire 
department units rushed to the area 
Today, Pat Campbell, wife of Robert 
Campbell, 
the rancher who guided 
deputies to the scene, talked about the 
tragedy. She said her parents who live 
nearby called her to report hearing a 
loud noise above the sound of the rain. 
Ironically, members of the same 
Campbell family witnessed the death of 
a crop duster about six years ago when 
his plane hit a telephone line just south 
of Highway 246 and Campbell Road.

Helms gave 'incomplete' story on CIA in Chile 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Former CIA 
Director Richard Helms has admitted 
he gave incomplete information about 
CIA activities in Chile to the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee in 1973 
He may face a perjury investigation. 
Helms, now U.S. ambassador to Iran, 
told the committee Jan. 22, 1975 that he 
had not deliberately withheld answers 
during his testimony two years earlier. 
An edited transcript of his recent 
appearance 
was 
released 
by 
the 
committee Sunday. 
"If I was less than forthcoming it 
wasn’t because I was being bloody- 
minded, it was simply because I was 
trying to stay within what I thought was 
the congressional guidelines," Helms 
said. 
The possibility Helms might have 
committed perjury by giving false or 


misleading answers in 1973 was raised in 
September 1974 in a confidential report 
by the staff of the subcommittee on 
multinational 
corporations 
and 
submitted to its ranking members, Sens. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, and Clifford 
Case, R-N.J The report recommended a 
perjury inquiry. 
In 1973, Helms denied point blank that 
the CIA passed money to opponents of 
Chile’s late Marxist President Salvador 
Allende, or tried to overthrow his 
government. 
However, 
current 
CIA 
Director 
William Colby has confirmed the CIA 
spent 
more 
than 
$11 
million 
to 
destabilize the Chilean government and 
economy between 1964-1970. 
“I know the Nixon administration 
wanted it (the Allende government) 
overthrown," Helms said, "but there 


was no way to do it that anybody knew 
of, and any probes that were made in 
Chile to ascertain whether there was 
any force there that was likely to bring 
this about produced no evidence that 
there was any such force.” 
Helms offered two principal reasons 
for what he described at one point as his 
"narrow" answers. 
—At the 1973 hearings, Allende was 
still in power in Chile and he did not 
want to cause further troubles for the 
Nixon 
administration 
by 
disclosing 
subversive 
operations 
which 
were 
basically unsuccessful. 
—He felt he should disclose covert 
operations 
only 
to 
congressional 
c ommi t t e e s 
with 
oversi ght 
responsibilities for the CIA. 
Helms told his chief accusers: 
"I have been in government for 32 


years. 
When 
you 
have 
been 
in 
government that long you get a pension 
when you are finished, and the only thing 
you have left is your reputation. If I do 
not have my reputation left when I leave 
government, 
I 
have lost 32 years 
effectively and I am not a bit interested 
in seeing tljat happen . "

One killed in local air crash 


Ag lot split proposals: 


County planners want to slow them down; 
supervisors may agree and they may not

County reporter 
Proliferating lot split proposals centering largely in Santa Ynez 
Valley agricultural lands will be slowed down if the Board of 
Supervisors agrees with the County Planning Commission. 
The planning body has gone on record in identical 5-4 votes not 
only to recommend denial of four lot split requests in the valley 
but also to have more such projects held in abeyance until a 
current agricultural study of the valley is carried out. 
The wide-ranging study by the planning sector of the county is 
directed toward feasibility of rezoning certain agricultural 
acreages in both the inner and outer valley areas to help insure 
their remaining agricultural and not turned into parcels split up 
for country residential living 
However, in two recent 3-2 votes by the Board of Supervisors, 
the board has rejected planners' recommendations along this very 
line. 
The 
supervisors rejected 
the planners’ 
recommendation 
recently to deny a time extension for the proposed Fillmore 
Condit development on a 726-valley tract east of Los Olivos. The 
supervisors granted the extension - keeping the tract map alive 
for another year — after the planners found it a premature 
suburban 
development 
on 
agricultural 
land 
The 
Condit 
development would set up 63 lots on five and 10-acre parcels. 


In another setback at views expressed by a majority of the 
planning body, the supervisors also reversed the commission in a 
land division case in Lompoc Valley involving plans to set up 
residences by current and lot splits on land with a General Plan 
designation for agriculture. In this case, a majority of the 
supervisors in the split vote said they felt the property wasn t 
good agricultural land. 
The four new Santa Ynez Valley lot split proposals were shot 
down at the commission level after being processed through the 
County Subdivision Committee. All are zoned agricultural and 
show designation of agriculture under the General Plan in three 
cases and open and grazing the fourth case. 
New Second District Planning Commissioner Mrs. Don 
Hamister, of Goleta Valley, has been consistent in her votes 
backing the view agricultural land should be saved for that 
purpose. Her vote in each case gave a majority to the so-called 
environmental bloc on the nine-member commission 
Three of the properties involved, planners said, are in the 
Meadowlark development area in the area of Meadowlark Rod 
and White Oak Rd. near Santa Ynez. The fourth is also in the Santa 
Ynez area near Edison Ave and Roblar Ave 
Four 
lots each 
were 
requested on 20-acre parcels in 
Meadowlark area, with three parcels on 90 acres in the fourth 
case

By DICK PRAUL 
County reporter 
Are Santa Barbara County 
employes becoming somewhat 
accident 
prone? 
Or 
does 
growth in government bring 
out more risks somehow? 
On the heels of a State 
Compensation Insurance Fund 
report which says this county 
ranked last in employe safety 
compilation during fiscal 1973- 
74 comes a County Safety 
Office 
report 
made 
public 
showing 178 more “ incidents” 
— many admittedly somewhat 
trivial 
— 
in 
a 
tabulation 
including the final quarter of 
1974. The previous fiscal year 
ended last June 30 
Safety 
Officer 
Albert 
J. 
Leece signed the memorandum 
which 
went 
out 
to 
all 
department heads in recent 
weeks. 
Whereas there were 152 lost­ 
time injuries in the 1973-74 
fiscal period of 12 months, the 


latest report shows 49 mishaps 
kept employes at home for a 
period of time. 
The 178 mishaps in the last 
quarter brought the score to 356 
injuries for the year.

“preventable” auto accidents 
by county workers It says of 32 
recorded in the last quarter, 23 
could have been prevented, but 
doesn’t go into the details.

Federal funds for Nixon’s 
transition from president to 
private citizen 
ran out at 
midnight Saturday, and Nixon 
and his wife held a party for 
departing staff members Satur­ 
day afternoon Korff said he 
didn’t attend. 
“ I could not face the extreme 
effort 
I 
knew 
he

undertake to hide his frustra­ 
tions and appear gregarious 
because he didn't want his staff 
to take away an impression of 
hopelessness,” the rabbi said. 
“ President Nixon is a lonely, 
troubled man who faces stag­

Alpha Club minutes reviewed 


By BETTY LAURENT 
"Someone 
saw 
a 
public 
drinking 
fountain 
in 
Sacramento and thought Alpha Club should buy one for 
Lompoc ” So read the club minutes in 1909 By spring of 
1915 the deed was done — but not without troubles. 
Possibly the project was also an outgrowth of the 
‘‘original paper” read by Miss O. McCabe March 6 on 
the 
subject 
of 
city 
beautification. 
Members 
had 
expressed them selves on ideas. At any rate, it was but a 
week later that the club voted to put on an entertainment 
to raise money to erect a drinking fountain. 
The entertainment chairman balked She requested to 
resign "as it would be too much work.” But the other 
members "deemed it advisable not to accept her 
resignation.” On April 3, a com m ittee asked the Town 
Council for permission to erect a fountain. 
In August that year the club moved its meeting place to 
Foresters Hall. At that time they "agreed to continue 
and fulfill the promise to erect a fountain.” On Oct. 9, 
1909, cam e "a final decision to put a drinking fountain at 
Elk Grove. The cost would be about $19.” 
In May 1910 the subject com es up again. "After much 
discussion,” the minutes report, “ a com m ittee was 
appointed and instructed to buy a fountain and report to 
the Town Council ” Locations chosen at this time were: 
first choice, Lompoc Bank; second choice, Merchants 
Union. 
By Jan, 12, 
By Jan., 1912, President Mrs. Bissinger reported that 
the public fountain had arrived, "but it cam e with the 
wrong sized tap, so couldn’t be turned over to the town as 
yet.” On May 17, the question arose: "Shall the fountain 
remain where it is."It was agreed to leave it where it was 
— although minutes never reveal that spot. (This is the 
first reference for many months. 
On Oct. 3, 1914, mem bers approved to repair the 
fountain and turn it over to the Town Council. On Feb. 27, 
1915, the public fountain now was reported in good order. 
"Mrs. Rennie suggested it be turned over to the town 
while it was still in good condition. The club m embers 
agreed ” 
March 6 notes report the bill received for fixing the 
fountain — $7.50. The entire m atter seem s to be closed at 
that meeting. Mrs. Poland announced that the fountain 
had been turned over to the town. "But the club has not 
had any acknowledgment.” 
(It had been a long struggle and one wonders what ever 
happened to the fountain and where it really was 
located.) 
But club m embers had other things on their minds in 
those early years. There was much to be done. On Oct. 
10, 1903, a letter was read to the 16 members present. 
Names of officers and mem bers were requested for 
printing in the San Francisco Blue Book. In Jan. 1904, a 
letter was read requesting the club to join the Anti- 
Saloon League and the W.C.T.U. The request was turned 
down. The club secretary was instructed to buy ink for 


her pen. 
On the motion of Mrs McCabe, on March 12. the club 
established a scholarship for a high school senior. 
A social dance was held April 2 from 8-12 p.m. with 
lemonade and coffee served Admission was 25 cents. 
June 11, 1904 brought a change of meetings to every 
two weeks It was announced that 131 clubs belonged to 
State Federation The first club scholarship was given to 
Miles Lewis. He and his mother were invited to the club 
for the $50 presentation. Dues were increased to $3 that 
fall. 
On Oct. 15, Mrs. Will Saunders read an announcement 
of the amendment to state convention, giving women 
equal political rights with men Two weeks later the club 
name 
was 
changed 
to 
read 
Alpha 
Literary 
and 
Improvement Club. The Nov 26 minutes note "little 
concern experienced over the treasurer’s report — on 
hand, $3195; total expenses, $74.40 ” 
The situation must have improved for on June 10,1905, 
Hubert Hoover, son of a club member, was awarded the 
club’s second $50 scholarship 
In early January 1906, "Mrs. G.L. Harris asked the 
club if gentlemen were allowed to join Alpha Club. It was 
approved by membership, but they would have to fill out 
applications and be voted on like anyone else.” 
Rain prevented meetings Feb 17 and March 3. But a 
greater 
occurrence 
was 
responsible 
for 
the 
"no 
meeting" April 21, 1906. "Everyone was too excited and 
busy due to the great earthquake in San Francisco.” 
Meetings in September 1908 
reflected an unhappy 
feeling 
"Much concern and gripes were made by 
members, the way the club news was printed in the 
paper,” read the first notation. 
"Feeling of club m embers of news stories was 
reported to paper but it was reported back to club, the 
paper gave little sympathy” read the second. 
Added to that, "The up-coming dance was almost 
canceled on account of expenses. Hall to cost $25 and 
$22.50 for musicians. It took a standing vote to settle the 
m atter.” 
The party, an old clothes costume affair, was held in 
the home of Mrs. Jane Sloan. Quoted from the minutes of 
Oct. 31: "The costumes worn would not speak well for 
the wealth and prosperity of Lompoc, but it is a relief to 
wear old clothes to a party once in a while.” (The affair 
was a Halloween party.) 
Unresolved was the club’s problem the following 
month. Mrs. Pollard reported she had seen Mr. Sudden 
about putting another door in the Opera House (where 
the club was presumably now m eeting.) "He said it was 
impossible because there was no m oney.” 
Editor’s Note: Cultural and civic affairs continued to 
occupy the ladies in the next few years. Minutes provide 
interesting insights regarding both club and town 
activities. These will be reviewed in coming stories in 
the Record’s current series on Alpha Club history. Watch 
for the third on the Valley Page Feb. 17.

One of Reagan’s close politi­ 
cal associates, Paul Haerle, 43, 
a San Francisco lawyer, was 
elected Sunday with opposition 


as state party chairman for the 
next two years.

gomery, 36, a South Pasadena 
city councilman, was elected 
vice 
chairman 
after 
an 
unusually hectic floor fight, 
defeating moderate Rosemary 
Ferraro, 55, a Downey interior 
decorator. Traditionally, the 
vice chairman succeeds the 
chairman 
Mrs. Ferraro was supported 
by Attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger, who has volunteered 
to lead a California delegation 
committed to Ford in 1976 
Montgomery was backed by 
conservatives who are critical 
of Ford’s deficit spending and 
are comfortable with Reagan’s 
philosophy. 
Shortly before the balloting, 
Democratic Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. announced he vetoed 
his first bill —a measure 
affecting the convention’s dele­ 
gate selection sought by Repub­ 
licans. GOP leaders ignored 
Brown’s action and seated the 
contested delegates committed 


to Montgomery anyway.

A U PI survey of committee 
members shows a majority of 
six members leaning in favor of 
the measure, but with some 
strong sentiment that it should 
be modified and made not quite 
so lenient.

Reinecke back into politics 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) — Former Lt. Gov. Ed 
Reinecke, a convicted felon, has made his re­ 
entry into the world of California politics, 
attending the Republican State Central Com­ 
mittee convention as a voting delegate. 


Reinecke, who was forced from office last 
year by a perjury conviction, was permitted to 
attend the convention Sunday after recently 
winning back his right to vote 
" I ’ve reached the age of majority again,” he 
said with a laugh 
He was given enthusiastic applause when 
introduced for the nomination of Mike Mont­ 
gomery. the successful candidate for party vice 
chairman, but Reinecke handed the formal 
nominating speech over to his successor, John 
Harmer, who was defeated in his attempt for a 
full term as Lieutenant Governor. 
Asked why Reinecke was given such a warm 
welcome, party chairman Paul Haerle said: 


“ He is very honored and revered by a lot of 
people out there ... it was due, it was proper and 
was given to him as an individual.” 
Under Proposition 18 on the Nov. 5 ballot, a 
convicted felon now can regain his right to vote 
after serving his sentence Reinecke’s probation 
for his perjury conviction ended in late 
November and he successfully petitioned to 
have his right to vote restored. 
Reinecke said it was unclear whether he 
legally could ever run for office again. If it was 
legal —or his conviction was overturned —he 
said it was “ possible” he might seek another 
public office but added he had not given any 
serious thought to the idea 
He also said he will file a formal appeal of his 
conviction Tuesday in Washington Reinecke, 
who now lives on his El Dorado County ranch, 
was convicted of lying to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee about his involvement in the ITT- 
antitrust affair

"For my own personal reasons, which 
I don’t want to discuss, I don’t want to be 
a part of it,” the Seattle SuperSonics 
coach said after it was announced during 
the weekend that, in his first year of 
eligibility, he had been voted into the 
shrine in Springfield, Mass 
" I’m not going They know that. I’ve 
felt this way for many years,’’ he said in 
a quiet voice. 
Sunday, after Russell’s Sonics had 
dropped a game to Buffalo, reporters 
again asked him his reasons. Russell 
smiled slightly and told them: " I’ve said 
all I want to say.” 
Lee Williams, executive chairman of 
the Hall of Fame, said in Boston Sunday 
he had received no formal refusal from 
Russell. 
" I’m shocked,” Williams added. " I ’d 
spoken to Bill twice during the All-Star 
game m Phoenix and I told him all about 
it and he said fine.’ I have no idea what 
changed his mind.” 
Red 
Auberbach, 
Celtics 
general 
manager and Boston coach when Russell 
was a star center, said "He’s his own 
man. Let him do what he wants.’’ 
However, he also expressed unhappiness 
with Russell’s decision. 


"Yes, I’m a little disappointed,” he 
said "It’s the biggest honor you can get 
in the National Basketball Association.” 
Boston coach Tom Heinsohn, a former 
Celtic teammate of Russell’s, said 
"Nobody deserves the Hall of Fame 
more than Bill Russell and I can’t 
imagine why he’s doing this.” But 
Heinsohn also added "nothing he does 
surprises me." 
Dave Cowens, who succeeded Russell 
as the Celtics’ No 1 center, speculated 
that the former dominating player in the 
NBA was trying to put aside all fame 
and success in order to know himself 
better psychologically. 
There were guesses on the part of 
many 
that 
racial 
discrimination 
prompted the decision by Russell. 
However, Williams said the Hall of 
Fame in 1961 inducted seven black 
players who made up the original New 
York Renaissance team. The black 
coach and owner of the Rens was voted 
in some years later. 
A SuperSonics spokesman said Russell 
"isn’t turned on by personal awards.” 
Russell starred as a collegian at the 
University of San Francisco and played 
for 13 seasons in the National Basketball 
Association During that time he led the 
Celtics to 11 NBA titles He ranks second 
in the NBA in career rebounds and third 
in minutes played. 
He also was the first black man ever 
to be named coach of an NBA team 
when he gained that position with the 
Celtics in 1967.

Oil hysteria 


The response of prominent Democrats 
to President Ford’s import tax on fuel 
suggests how far gone we are m 
analytical impotence Thepoliticiansare 
bad enough — they are expected to say 
demagogic things 
It is their fellow 
travelers among the intellectuals who 
are the most vexing, and this morning I 
have particularly in mind my friend 
Joseph Kraft, who writes about a 
proposed three dollar tax on incoming 
fuel as if it would wreck the economy, 
the American way of life, and the Bill of 
Bights 
When 12 countries 
band together to form 
a cartel, from which 
suddenly 
only 
ten- 
dollar oil flows, what 
is it 
that 
we are 
supposed to do? There 
is, to begin with, the 
bellicose alternative: 
make war. This we 
reject, at least for the 
time being, for good 
reasons. 
Next is a 
policy of retaliation: 
impose a surcharge, say, on all products 
manufactured by the west going to the 
OPEC nations The trouble with this is 
that the west is most emphatically not a 
cartel, 
and 
is 
lacking 
in 
the 
organizational savoir faire to make it 
work They tell you m the rules of war 
that you may not impose a blockade 
unless it is effective. Similarly, nothing 
is more ineffective than an ineffective 
cartel A third alternative is to use less 
oil. 
Why? In an ideal world, consumers 
should be free to pay their money even 
to a monopoly If the monopoly is local, 
we can simply run a law through 
Congress prohibiting extortion If it is 
foreign, there is nothing we can do, 
having foresworn the aforementioned 
alternatives

63-cent gas and 48-cent fuel oil These 
are the figures that are fanning the 
demagogic fires, and causing otherside 
sensible people to suggest that gas 
rationing is the answer 
It has been said that the rise in the 
price of imported oil would cost the 
typical consumer $300 per year But this 
supposes that he consumes oil at the old 
rate People have to heat their homes in 
the winter, but it is not necessary to 
keep the temperature as high as, 
carelessly, we were wanting to do when 
burning 
two dollar oil.

can, in many cases, be shared Pollution

Personnel records 


With the best of intentions Senator 
John Nejedly has authored a measure 
intended to apply the same standards to 
legislative records as are provided in 
the Public Records Act. However, in the 
draft the Counsel Bureau obviously 
borrowed some of the same language 
and thereby unwittingly placed Nejedly 
in a position of compounding an already 
grievous flaw in the law. 
That is the provision which exempts 
personnel records from public view. 
Even if one believes records of public 
employes should be screened from the 
public, the language is faulty. 
The 
Public 
Records 
Act, 
after 
resounding declarations that "access” 
to public records is a "fundamental and 
necessary right of every person,” sets 
forth 
exceptions 
too 
numerous 
including. 
“ Personnel, 
medical 
or 
similar files, the disclosure of which 
would 
constitute 
an 
unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy.” 
Not only does the law fail to be 
specific 
as 
to what constitutes a 
personnel file, it throws in the kitchen 
sink with the vague reference to similar 
files. Even without that open invitation 
to bureaucrats to sweep everything 
under the rug the matter of what a 
personnel file is requires definition And 
the bit about invasion of personal 
privacy 
makes 
certain 
a 
judicial 
determination must be sought in every 
instance of contention between a citizen 
and a balky official. 
It is not likely that Nejedly can be 
satisfied with the bill. It was he who saw 
clearly the weakness in the parent law 
which arose when the Regents of the 
University of California tried to hide a 
secret employment contract from the 
public. Nejedly acted promptly to pass 
legislation specifically declaring all 
public employment contracts to be 
public records Even so the clean up bill 
did nothing to remedy the remaining 
vagaries of that provision. 
Perhaps Nejedly has come to the view 
which others in the Legislature should 


be 
reaching 
It 
doesn’t 
need 
any 
cleaning up. it just needs repealing 
It is an irony indeed that those serving 
in elected offices must, by reason of new 
full 
disclosure 
laws 
enacted 
by 
themselves and by the people, put before 
the 
public 
every 
minute 
detail 
concerning 
themselves 
including 
personal finances down to the point of 
trivia, 
while 
at 
the 
same 
time 
continuing to protect those working 
under them from any scrutiny. 
Employes of the state, county or city 
are not engaged in private enterprise. 
They are not the employes of a 
department head. They are employes of 
the public, entrusted with the public's 
business. In taking public employment 
they should be subject to the same 
scrutiny as their bosses who must stand 
before the voters 
The fact is that until a few years ago 
the law did not exempt personnel 
records from public view The fact that 
an exemption slipped by when no one 
was looking is no valid reason to 
perpetuate it. Many of the employes 
would 
like 
to 
see 
the 
exemption 
removed As it stands, many are now 
being denied viewing their own files. 
Under 
such 
c ircu m s ta n ce s 
anonymous 
complaints 
and 
other 
garbage gets placed in the files and held 
against 
the 
employe 
without 
his 
knowledge and without an opportunity to 
refute them 
The 
worst 
thing 
about 
this 
protectiveness of personnel has been its 
use as a "dodge” to escape the open 
meetings laws Under the law public 
bodies may go into executive session to 
consider 
hiring 
and 
firing 
and 
complaints against personnel. In its 22 
years of existence the most frequently 
voiced complaint of the law is its abuse 
by 
public 
bodies who close 
their 
meetings 
to 
consider 
"personnel 
matters.” It has become a sobriquet for 
secret meetings, 
a euphemism for 
telling the public their meeting is none 
of its business.

" I came to Mexico on a Monday,” he 
said finally to his new, coal-eyed wife. 
"That was two years ago. Tomorrow is 
Friday and I’m ready to go home," 
Home was still California and the past 
two years had amounted to a self- 
ordered exile deep in the verdant state 
of Morelos He made his pilgrimage 
there, as other young Americans have to 
other ports of oblivion, not looking for a 
place or a thing but only for himself. 
What he was after was some proof 
that he was alive, more than his well 
laid out administrative career had given 
him. More than he had drawn from 
Saturday mornings in laundromats or 
grit-filled LA afternoons His senses had 
been muted in crowded supermarket 
aisles and empty apartment complex 
evenings in livmgrooms with plastic 
carpets. He was dopey with freeway 
ennui 
and 
ached 
from 
drive-thru 
relationships. He feared a commuter 
marriage. If it was true that he really 
belonged to nothing, then he at least 
wanted to belong to himself. 
A refugee from the middle class, he 
craved to live without premeditation, to 
be irrational and. for a while at least, 
wealthy of emotion 
He wanted his 
feelings to vibrate inside of him and 
swoop from the heights to the depths. 
This was the ideal that all the analysis 
he’d learned in college could only deny, 
never provide. He came to know in his 
hollow affluence that he missed it more 
than anything else. 
There was no formula, he knew. It 
would come to him of itself, like a 
butterfly you chase all afternoon and 
never capture but will light on your 
finger the moment you give in and stop 
to marvel and enjoy- 
His discontent mounted over the 
Vietnam years and he’d learned to know 
it on sight from that sensual maze of 
fatalism 
that are 
the writings of 
Hermann Hesse. It was Hesse who saw 
life as a river and wrote that the really 
alive are only those who wade in naked

and let the torrent of events rush into 
and around them as it will 
Bob began his journey into the river 
by arranging to get fired from a step-by- 
step government job and promptly 
signing on with a sloop bound for the 
South Seas It was more a quest than a 
journey and he wasn’t the first. He 
longed to step into adventure’s broad 
wind, as another itchy American, Jack 
London, once called it. So he packed his 
grip 
and 
followed 
Ishmael, 
the 
everyman sailor of "Moby Dick,” who 
returned to sea, he put it, whenever the 
lines about his mouth became too hard 
set with the world’s worries. 
The ship hove to at Nuku Hiva and Bob 
traced Melville’s steps in "Typee,” 
slogging through a sultry, tropical rain, 
living it for himself. He had a love affair 
with a French girl he plucked from 
among the lovely ornaments and Sidney 
Greenstreet characters at an embassy 
party in Papaeete. He chummed with 
Marlon Brando on the ship and later on 
the plane after a coral infection sent him 
back home. 
Back in San Jose, he made a gesture 
at going back to college for a teaching 
credential. But it wasn’t time. The 
others were there just for the ticket, not 
the wonder. The old numbness returned. 
So he made the final break. He sold off 
everything but some clothes and his old 
VW bus and drove off one suburban 
morning when the rest of the city was 
backed up on its way again to work, 
under layers of exhaust. He was Mexico 
bound with about $200 and no prospects 
except the ones inside him. Hesse would 
have understood. 
Weeks later he found himself in a 
chalk-walled room off a deep green 
patio, repeating the daily phrases of a 
culture he’d left disappointed to glowing 
circles of liquid-eyed Mexican children. 
Their faces bloomed openly with life and 
wonder. He stayed, teaching English for 
just enough to live, rising with the sun 
and marveling at how it pushed up 


beyond the lush procession of hills above 
the buildings of the town that looked like 
mints strewn on a lawn Like Thoreau, 
he 
was 
conducting 
some 
private 
business. 
Cuernavaca. 
The 
expatriate 
cafe 
society. More encounters with Hesse, 
himself and the dark young women with 
heat in their eyes. Disasters when his 
class load suddenly shrunk, leaving him 
in penury. Bouts of illness. Loneliness 
and then outlasting the loneliness And 
then there was the girl he married, as 
simple and devoted as her family was 
poor Events came and went, and he 
remained. 


And at some point after that, one that 
passed unnoticed by him, the journey 
was over, the business completed. The 
elements within him had shifted It was 
time to go home. And when he arrived it 
was as foreign as Mexico had seemed 
before. 


Now it’s all a talisman for when he 
needs to remember it — a good luck 
charm for the lonely laundromat and 
impersonal check-out line, something to 
rekindle his senses when the alarm 
wrenches him awake for another day at 
the office. 


Did the butterfly light? Yes, but he’s 
not asking. It still has wings and it’s a 
thing he’d have to murder to dissect.
